(resident water bill, voter’s registration, or property tax bill).

* After April 17, registration for available camps will be held Monday through Friday at the following locations:

Carter Park Recreation Center: 2:00 pm-6:30 pm
Beach Community Center: 10:00 am-3:00 pm

* The Youth Enrichment Scholarship (Y.E.S.) is available to City residents. Applicants must bring proof that the child is currently
on the School Board Reduced or Free Lunch Program and the proof of City residency during normal registration hours. All fees
are due and payable at the time of registration.

* All camp fees are to be paid upon registration; we gladly accept cash, checks, money orders and credit cards (Visa and
MasterCard only).

* Please fill out registration forms completely, giving as much information as possible regarding emergency telephone numbers,
child pick up contacts, and medical/behavioral conditions of which we need to be aware.
